Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Applicants communications received 9/30/2009, 12/01/2009, have been considered and 
entered. Claims 186-200,202,205-209,211,213,214,216-238,240-251,299,300,305-309 and 313- 
331 are pending and are allowable as set forth more fully below. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. In the communications received 9/30/2009 (paged 24), Apphcant requested rejoinder of 
claims 186, 282-286, 303, 305 and 306, however applicant concurrently cancelled claims 282- 
286 and 303. Therefore claims 282-286 and 303 will remain cancelled and will not be rejoined 
or further considered herein. 

3. However, upon consideration of arguments proffered and in light of indicating allowable 
subject matter, claims 186, 305 and 306 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all still pending claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 
1.142 have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed 
on 8/11/2005 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as 
to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation 
or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is 
allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once the 
restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. The closest prior art of Gould discloses a computer system for sharing of 
mortgage application data from a mortgage originator to a funding institution such as a 
Federal Home Loan Bank, with concurrent management of the allocation of mortgage 
pool risk between the mortgage originator and the funding institution. Gould does not 
disclose any type of transaction fees associated with use of the system, or any types of 
credits that can be earned by use of the system, or using earned credits in a second sector 
or market or to purchase information. Gould discloses that the system can be used by the 
mortgage originator to access "rate and fee schedules", which are mortgage rates and fees 
from funding institutions (Col. 7, lines 1 1-20). The "rate and fee schedules" of Gould are 
mortgage rates and fees, not credits for transaction fees. 

b. The second closest prior art of Zandi discloses an electronic loan origination 
system in which a consumer applicant submits data to a computer system via a computer 
network, which computer system reviews and authorizes the consumer's application if it 
meets specified criteria, and conducts a reverse auction in which lenders offer different 
mortgage packages to the consumer applicant. Zandi has long been of record in this case 
and is only concerned with loan origination, involving the consumer and lenders 
interacting via an electronic system. This is the primary market or sector. Zandi makes no 
mention of trading or auctioning loans on the secondary market. Further, Zandi fails to

disclose the use of transaction credits to reduce fees for information or for transactions in 
a secondary market. The sections of Zandi cited in the Office Action, col. 6, lines 1-59 
and col. 7, line 62 to col. 8, line 65, disclose much information gathered and handled by 
the system but fail to disclose any type of incentive to use the system to obtain reduced 
transaction fees or information fees. 

c. Tengel also discloses an electronic loan origination system in which a consumer 
applicant submits data to a computer system via a computer network, which computer 
system reviews the consumer's application, and if it meets specified criteria, the 
consumer is informed of available loans from participating lenders. If a consumer selects 
a lender's mortgage product, an application is created and transmitted to the lender. 
Tengel, like Zandi, is only concerned with loan origination, involving the consumer and 
lenders interacting via an electronic system. This is the primary market or sector. Tengel 
makes no mention of trading or auctioning loans on the secondary market. Further, 
Tengel fails to disclose the use of transaction credits to reduce fees for information or for 
transactions in a secondary market. The sections of Tengel cited in the Office Action 
(Col. 4, lines 46-64; col. 5, line 12-col. 6, line 61; col. 5, lines 12-19; col. 7, lines 6-19; 
col. 9, lines 32-65, FIG. 6, col. 6, line 42-col. 7, line 38; col. 8, lines 19- 27; col. 7, lines 
50-67; col. 8, lines 1-18; col. 9, lines 32-65 and FIG. 6, etc. disclose loan origination 
methods in which the consumer and lenders pursue a mortgage application. 

d. In regarding independent claims 186, 187, 213, 225, 241, 305, 306, 313 and 323, 
Gould taken either individually of in combination with other prior art of record fails to 
teach or render obvious the use of transaction credits to reduce fees for information or for 
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transactions in a secondary market in the precise manner recited within the claims, i.e. 
method of providing intermediation services, the method comprising the steps of: 
receiving transaction data records from a plurality of parties at a data processing system 
having a program executing computer, a data storage device, and an output device and 
storing the transaction data records in said data storage device; executing computer 
programs on said data processing system for: generating a pricing schedule for 
intermediation services, the schedule providing credits for transaction fees paid by a party 
for intermediation of transactions in a first sector for redemption against fees payable by 
the party for intermediation of transactions in a second sector, the first and second sectors 
respectively being origination and secondary trading of products of a class of financial 
products in which transactions for the products occur among market participants in the 
first sector, distinctly, and the second sector, distinctly; and providing computerized 
intermediation services according to the pricing schedule for transactions in each of the 
sectors.
